Moss stitch 

Moss stitch (sometimes known as 'seed stitch') is created by 
knitting one stitch and purling the next. On the second row 
you reverse the order to create a bumpy, textured fabric. It is 
great for accessories and bags as it is firm and

When picking up and knitting 
stitches around a neck or other part 
of a garment, place your work RS 
facing. Put the tip of your needle into 
the space between the edge stitch 
and the next stitch. Loop the yarn 
around the needle, making sure the 



loop is at least 15cm from the cut 
end so that you can sew the tail in 
later. Bring the needle and the yarn 
looped round it through the space 
to the front of the work. Continue 
these steps until the required 
number of stitches have been 
picked up and knitted.

Picking up stitches on a neckline 

-I With the right side facing you, 

I insert the tip of the needle into 
the work at the first stitch.

Wrap the yarn around the tip 
of the needle and draw it through 
the knittingto form a new stitch.

What are raglan sleeves? 

There are many different sleeve shapes and they are each 
constructed and assembled in different ways. Raglan sleeves 
are easily recognisable as they shape almost into a point at 
the top, creating a diagonal seam running from the underarm 
to the collar. As they highly visible on the front of your 
garment, you need to make sure you have a neat seam. We 
recommend mattress stitch, see how to do this on page 89.

Explaining cables 

Cabling is aclassio knitting technique that is all 
to do with swapping the order in which a group 
of stitches is worked. Slip the required number 
of stitches onto a cable needle (cn), knit the 
next stitches on the LH needle, then knit the 
stitches from the cn. This creates a twist. 



The direction of the twist depends on 
whether you hold the cn at the front or back of 
the work. You will find that there are straight 
and kinked needles available. If you're new to 
this technique, optfor a kinked needle to help 
prevent the stitches sliding off the end.

Adding the motifs 

You can add the emoticon motifs (overleaf) in one of two ways. The easiest method to use is 
Swiss darning after you have finished knitting the socks, do thisasfollows: 



• Thread a tapestry needle with appropriate colour yarn and Insert it through fabric from back 
to front, bringing it out at bottom of V of required st. Insert needle through two loops at base of 
st above, then take it back through entry point. This creates the effect of a knitted stitch. Rep 
until all required sts have been worked. 

If you want to knit the motifs using intarsia follow these instructions: 

• Work first rnd, changing colour and twisting yarns as normal. On second rnd k to point where 
you would change colour, si motif sts pwise and twist two yarns tog. Turn work and p slipped sts 
using motif yarn. Turn work again and si worked motif sts onto RH needle before cont with rnd. 
Cont this way, alt rnds as described.

Socks that Rock 



Try your hand at short-row heels for some really fancy footwear PART

L ast issue we demonstrated how to 
knit socks using the heei fiap 
method, and this time we are 
moving on to the short-row technique. 
This gives the look of a mitred corner with 
a diagonal seam similar to that of shop- 
bought socks. The seam is also less visible 
when you use this method. So, how does 
it work? It's all to do with wrapping 
stitches and turning the knitting. This 
means the central stitches have more 
rows than the outer ones and it eventually 
curves into a heel-shape. Read on for our 
step-by-step guide to this technique. 




The short-r5w fnethod i 
our Emoticon locks on 




When you reach the heel stage of your sock, you need to change from working in the round to 
working back and forth in rows. Your pattern should tell you over which needles the heel is 
worked. In our Emoticon socks (p58), you are told to knit across needles 1, 2and 3 and the heel 
is worked over needles 4 and 1. You may want to transfer all the heel stitches onto one needle, 
and leave the remaining stitches on a holder. We have used a stitch marker to show where 
needlel begins, and worked the heel stitches in a different colourto highlight the first wrap. 




Stepi: ktolastst.bringtheyarntothe Step 2: returntheyarntothebackofthe 

front, slip the next st onto the RH needle work, and place the st back on the LH 

needle. Now turn your work. The yarn is 
now at the front, ready to p the next row, 
and the st has been wrapped. 




Step 3: p to the last st, now wrap the st 
as before by taking the yarn to the 
opposite side of the work, slipping the 
st, returning the yarn to its original 
position, placing the st back on the LH 
needle, and turning the work. 



Step 4: continue to wrap and turn the sts 
as shown in Steps 1-3. Your pattern will tell 
you when to stop. This will usually be when 
a third of the sts remain unwrapped in the 
middle, with the remaining two thirds on 
either side. 



r- POINTS TO REMEMBER 

■ Short-row heels have a less obvious construction than heel 
flap socks, and the shape develops gradually. Although at first 
it looks like nothing is happening, persevere and you will 
suddenly see the fabric curving and turning into a heel. 

■ Try to make your work as neat as possible when wrapping and 
turning. It is easy to pull stitches when slipping them from 
needle to needle and make them larger. These will be 
noticeable on your heel and may make it look holey. 



■ Pay close attention when working. If you drop a wrapped 
stitch and it unravels, it can be difficult to successfully build 
it up again without undoing several rows. 

■ Pull the yarn as tightly as possible when joining the heel to 
the instep. You may wish to pick up an extra st between 
needles 1 and 2, and needles 3 and 4 to prevent a hole. This 
can simply be decreased on the next row and won't effect 
the finished sock. 



PICKING UP 
WRAPPED STITCHES I 

When you have wrapped the correct number of 
stitches, you will see that the heel is beginning to take 
shape. The next step is to pick up the wraps you have 
made - this will make them invisible in the finished 
sock and is the second stage of completing the heel.

The tension square is a rather 
duii, yet essentiai part of the 
knitting process. Usuaiiy made 
up of a 10cm square of the 
stitch pattern used in your proj- 
ect, it demonstrates your 
gauge (the amount of stitches 
and rows per cm that your knit- 
ting equates to). Getting your 
gauge correct to the pattern’s 
specifications is crucial to cre- 
ating well-fitted garments. 

If you knit to a larger gauge 
than the pattern calls for (for 
example, if the tension is 24 
stitches to 10cm but your 24 
knitted stitches measure 11cm) 
this will be multiplied across 
your garment and the finished 

should be - and vice versa if 
your square comes up smaller. 

T To create your tension 
square, cast on the number of 
stitches specified plus six more, 
using the yarn and needles rec- 
ommended in your pattern. 
Make sure the stitches are not 
too tight or too loose. Knit until 
your work measures 14cm long 
using stocking stitch unless an- 
other stitch is specified. Knit 
the first and last two stitches 
on every row to prevent curl- 
ing, then cast off. Now comes 
the important part - measuring 
your stitches. 



■ On the right side each stitch is 
signified by one complete ‘V’ 
shape in your work. Lay a ruler 
horizontally and use marker 
pins to indicate 10cm and count 
the stitches, including half 
stitches. Do the same with the 
rows. Now compare this to the 
recommended tension given in 
the pattern. If there are too 
many stitches, your gauge is 
too tight - switch to a larger set 
of needles and try again. Simi- 
larly, if there are too few 
stitches, your gauge is too 
loose - try with smaller size 

Laundering your finished 
swatch in the same way you 
would your finished item is 
also a good idea - it will 
demonstrate what will happen 
to it once it is washed. Will it 
shrink? Will the colours bleed? 
Will it soften? This shows how 
best to care for your items 
once they are completed.

Understanding what the yarn 
is made up of will also be key 
to knowing how best to care 

from a range of different 
types of fibres, some are 
man-made and others are 
natural. The more common 
natural fibres are cotton, wool 
and silk, with mohair, angora 
and alpaca gaining in popu- 
larity. Man-made fibres in- 
clude acrylic, rayon and nylon. 

3 Colour details 

The colour details are repre- 
sented in both a shade name 
or code and a dye lot number. 
When working projects be 
sure to select the same dye 
lot number, to ensure that the 
colour is even throughout the 
piece. This will also indicate if 
it is hand dyed and whether it 
should be washed separately.

How- 
ever, it’s always easier to stick 
to a simiiar weight. 

■ Make sure that the yarn you 
decide to use has a similar 
feel to the one given in the 
pattern - for example, if the 
project is a soft, silky cardi- 
gan, it's probably best not to 
use a scratchy, coarse acrylic. 

■ Check that the yarn you 
wish to use isn’t discontinued 
- or, if it is, ensure you buy 
enough to create the whole 
project. There's nothing worse 
than getting towards the end 
of your pattern, only to dis- 
cover that you don't have 
enough materials to finish it. 

■ It seems like an obvious 
point, but if your project will 
need to be washed often, en- 
sure that the substitute yarn 
is water-safe (also known as 
'superwash' or 'easycare'). If

On the blocks 

Blocking is the process of stretchingand shaping 
your finished items to create the correct dimen- 
sions from the pattern. It is also really useful for 
ensuring that pieces to bejoined fit well together. 
There are a few different ways to achieve this, so 
check theinformation on the yarn ball band and 
pick the most suitable option. 

Wet blocking 

Dampen the pieces so that they are wet 
through and gently push out excess water. 
Spread the sections out on a towel to air dry. 
Use a tape measure to ensure each part is the 
correct dimensions to that of the pattern and 
pin into the required shape. 

For a more gentle option, try pinning it in 
place and lightly spritzing with a water spray. This 
is ideal for really delicate materials like cashmere 
which can be damaged by too much water.
